Tb* he«lert and 
itrlckera and organt of the two part- 
lea may bowl at tbla alatament if 
they like, but It la tra*, nsvertheiett 
and all Intelligent mMi kttow it to 
be true. 

It ia right that political partlet 
should exlat, and that tbey ahould 
nominate candldatM flrom certain po- 
litical otHoea. Partia* are aggrega- 
liont of men who beleiv* in certain 
pollclea and theorlea of governmonti 
and their candldatee atand at the re- 
pretentalivetuf Iboae polida*, and 
are pledged. If elected, to try to have 
Ihem carried out in the legttlatlon of 
the country. This Is legitimate and 
proper. Hut municipal government 
bat nothing In the world to do with 
political parties or policies. It Is 
wholly a matter of business. City 
government exists, not for political 
legislation, about which men may 
honestly dilfer, but to aecompllth 
certlau plain, Bimplo,economlc results 
about which men of all parties are 
agreed, — the public order, public se- 
curity, the public heallh. 'Vhv^e 
endt arc to be secured along ccriaiii 
deflnite business lines prcscrihod by 
the law of the land, and dlU'ering on- 
•r ■•> datelL aod not at all in pi iuci 
pie, from the trannotio,, or oiuor 
business. lutclll^'encc, bonetly and 
economy must bo applied to thlt but- 
iiiess uf the ally, Jutt u tbey mutt be 
to any other botlneti, if It It to be 
properly dona ; and If a Councilman 
will faltbfullly bring these qualities 
to bear on tho tranaactlon of th* city 
business, who carea wb*tb*rh*ia a 
Democrat, a itepubllcan, a Probibi- 
tionist, or a Henry Uaorg* man 7 Let 
hit political viewabe what (hey may ; 
let him tlick to Ihem andaaaert them 
on all proper occulona; butu Oonn- 
cllmao, tbey thould not Infloene* hit 
conduct io tb* Council Chamber to 
itpretent any "party," m a bnaineaa 
trustee for the people of tb* ol^ ;

It la tbla uneaay aeote 
of parly obligation that rendera many 
ail otberwla* good man a very poor 
Counelimaa. One* la th* Council 
Chamber he fed* that h* nnat do 
tomothlng for bl* "party," and, polit- 
ical loglalatlon being out of the que*- 
tlon, there are only two thing* that 
be can do. On* la to And u many 
toft plae** and-oontracta m b* oan 
for bl* p*rty of bla frlandt, and til* 
oth*r I* to oppoa* with a bowl, and 
without b**it*tlon, anything that 
may b* ptopoaad Iqr a potttHal. 'vpi 
ponont. Oblld-ptay at lb* OoumU 
meeting*, and itteiBel*n«r. and wore* 
thlnga than ln*fflcl*aey, in th* pnbllo 
service, ar* Um natural iwnll*, and 
they willconUnn* to b* th*.
